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Man dead after 
hunting accident 

ACCIDENT A 60-year-old Cal- 
gaiy man is dead after a 
tragic hunting accident 
Monday morning. 

A pair of hunters had 
been staying with relatives 
about 70 km north of West- 
lock, and were hunting deer 
in the thick brush. 

Around 9:30 a.m., the 
men saw deer in a treed 
area off in the distance. 

One of the men walked 
into the trees to search for 
the deer, and was shot by 
his 81-year-old hunting 
partner who stayed behind 
in the field. 

When the man realized 
what happened, he ran to a 
neighbouring farm for help. 

Alcohol is not believed to 
be a factor in the incident. 

No charges have been laid 
at this point, but the investi¬ 
gation is ongoing. Westlock 
RCMP will be discussing the 
incident with Crown prose¬ 
cutors to determine whether 
charges are appropriate. 

The victim’s family mem¬ 
bers are devastated, said 
Westlock RCMP Sgt. Biyan 
Clayton. At their request, the 
name of the victim is being

“It's been a long time 
coming, but tonight, be¬ 


cause of what we did on this 
day, at this defining mo¬ 
ment, change has come to 
America,” Obama, 47, told 
125,000 ecstatic supporters 
gathered in Chicago’s Grant 
Park to celebrate. 

“The road ahead will be 
long. Our climb will be 
steep. We may not get there 
in one year or even one 
term, but America — 1 have 
never been more hopeful 
than 1 am tonight that we 
will get there,” he said. 


Prime Minister Harper is¬ 
sued a statement saying, “1 
look forward to meeting 
with the President-elect so 
that we can continue to 
strengthen the special bond 
that exists between Canada 
and the United States.”

Friends of accused killer 
Mark Twitchell are 
insistent that the 
allegations against him 
are false, and that there’s 
no way that a man in the 
prime of his life could be 
capable of a brutal 
murder. 

Twitchell is a 29-year-old 
indie filmmaker from St. 
Albert, who was recently 
married, and has an infant 
daughter. 

Police allege that the 
young man murdered 38- 
year-old Johnny Altinger, 
acting out a scene from a 
freshly inked script he’d 
written for a film dubbed 
“House of Cards.” The plot: 
a man is lured from an In¬ 
ternet dating site to a 
garage, tied to a chair, and 
chopped to pieces. 

“Mark is a very non-vio¬ 
lent person, with no tem¬ 
per to speak of, and an 
aversion to conflict, 
yelling, or physical vio¬ 
lence,” said friend and col¬ 
league Mike Young. “In all 
the long hours we’ve put 


in together, and the many 
years we’ve spent together, 
there has never been a 
hint, a glimpse, even the 
slightest possibility, that 
Mark has it in him to even 
throw a punch, let alone 
kill a human being.” 

Young’s sentiments are 
echoed by scores of 
Twitchell’s friends and ac¬ 
quaintances, all of whom 
are shocked at his arrest. A 
belief runs among the 
widespread group that he’s 
been caught in a case of 
mistaken identity. 

“He is at a great point in 
his life, one which some¬ 
one would have to be an 
absolute idiot to screw up 


with an act like this,” 
Young said. 

“When I heard it, I didn’t 
really believe it, and I still 
don’t,” said friend Galen 
Pendleton. 

Local criminologist Bill 
Pitt feels the act may have 
been videotaped, and that 
its recovery would hold the 
key to a murder convic¬ 
tion. 

Altinger’s body has not 
been found, but police be¬ 
lieve there is enough 
forensic evidence for a con¬ 
viction. 

Twitchell makes his first 
court appearance today. 
None of the allegations 
have been proven in court.

Claws are out after cats left behind 
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EVICTION An animal rescue 
agency is claiming that Ed¬ 
monton’s sanctioned hu¬ 
mane society passed the 
buck when dozens of cats 
needed to be rescued from 
a derelict trailer park last 
week. 

Evicted residents who 
were packing up and leav¬ 
ing the park on 111 Av¬ 
enue and 153 Street put 
out a call for help last 


week, alerting animal con¬ 
trol officials that many cats 
had been left behind. 

Initially, the Edmonton 
Humane Society respond¬ 
ed to the emergency situa¬ 
tion and left food for the 
animals, but didn’t take 
any in to the shelter. 

“We were doing what we 
felt was the responsible 
thing to do,” said Humane 
Society spokeswoman 
Shawna Randolph. “Some 
of the owners might have 
come back for their cats.”

groups, which spearhead¬ 
ed initiatives to rescue al¬ 
most 50 stray cats, say the 
group was merely shifting 
responsibility. 

“Come on, those owners 


aren’t coming back. They 
are gone,” said Hervey 
Foundation for Cats owner, 
Marjorie Hervey. “It’s un¬ 
believable what (owners) 
did to those poor animals, 
leaving them out there to 
freeze and starve to death. 
I know, though, that some 
of those people are practi¬ 
cally homeless them¬ 
selves.”

Action plan spurred by crash fatalities

All school buses in the 
province must be highly 
visible with brighter 
lights, Transportation Min¬ 
ister Luke Ouellette 
announced yesterday, but 
don’t expect to see 
seatbelts onboard the ve¬ 
hicles anytime soon. 

Under a new, 10-point ac¬ 
tion plan by the province to 
improve school bus safety, 
all drivers must now go 


through mandatoiy train¬ 
ing and companies must 
improve hiring practices for 
drivers. 

The plan comes after Pre¬ 
mier Ed Stelmach called for 
an independent review in 
wake of a pair of fatal bus 
crashes — in Calgaiy and 
Rimbey — that led to 
charges against both driv¬ 
ers, including a dump truck 
operator. 

“School buses are already 
among the safest vehicles in 
our roads and we want to 
keep them that way,” said 


• Jennifer Dawn Noble, 17, 
was killed in a bus near Rim¬ 
bey in April when the vehicle's 
back end was ripped apart af¬ 
ter a gravel truck struck it and 

Ouellette. 

The province will also 
spend $7.5 million to im¬ 
prove the visibility of school 
buses by fitting them with 
amber and strobe lighting. 

The independent review, 
however, suggested against

the use of seatbelts on the 
buses since the design of 
the bus seats, combined 
with the use of the belts, 
could put kids at risk. 

“You must have a design 
to know that the person is 
safe at all times,” said Ouel¬ 


lette. “It’s really tough to 
have somebody running 
back and forth checking 
that kids would be keeping 
their seatbelts on.” 

Dr. Louis Hugo Frances- 
cutti, a medical professor at 
the University of Alberta, 
says kids need to be har¬ 
nessed anytime they are 
transported. 

“If you take a look at the 
number of bus crashes that 
are happening, it’s a lot 
higher than what people 
think it is,” said Francescut- 
ti in an interview in April.

Longest recount in Canadian history confirms Vancouver MP's victory

Former B.C. premier Ujj'al 
Dosanj'h recaptured what 
many thought was the 
safest federal Liberal seat in 
B.C. with a mere 20 votes 
over Tory Wai Young in the 
Vancouver South riding, a 
second judicial recount 
found testerday. 

The result, 21 days after 
the Oct. 14 federal election, 
is the longest recount in 
Canadian history. 

“1 obviously didn’t think 
it would be this close,” said 
Dosanjh outside an Elec¬ 
tions Canada office on 
Southwest Marine Drive in 


Vancouver. “We felt — as 
everybody else felt in the 
province —that we had the 
safest seat in the province 
for the Liberals.” 

The 20-vote victory is a far 
cry from the 9,000-vote 
margin that Dosanjh beat 
Conservative Tarlok Sablok 
in 2006. Young saw her mar¬ 
gin of defeat shrink from 
779 votes on election night 
to 33 votes and then to 22 
after the first judicial re¬ 
count. Young said she was 
proud she had closed the 
9,000-vote gap. 

“Justice has been done to¬ 
day, democracy has been 
upheld because every vote 
has been counted,” said 
Young.

African Americans celebrate historic presidential victory

In churches and bars, on 
the street and in private 
homes, African Americans 
celebrated the historic vic¬ 
tory of Democrat Barack 
Obama in the U.S.

tomb of slain civil rights

At King’s old church, 
Ebenezer Baptist, deafen¬ 
ing cheers greeted the an¬ 
nouncement of Obama’s 
victory. Thousands had 


awaited the results listen¬ 
ing to thumping gospel 
music from a choir dressed 
in black and watching two 
giant TV screens scrolling 
results on CNN. 

After several minutes of 
celebration. Pastor 

Raphael Warnock quieted 
the crowd and prayed: 

“On the night before 
King was assassinated, he 
said: T have been to the 
mountain top, 1 have 
looked over and 1 have 
seen the promised land.

Ani- 
bal Acevedo Vila was beat¬ 
en soundly in his re-elec¬ 
tion bid yesterday. 

The 46-year-old governor 
from the pro-common¬ 
wealth Popular Democratic 
Party, who was indicted this 
year on campaign fund-rais¬ 
ing charges, lost the leader¬ 
ship of the U.S. Caribbean 
territoiy to Luis Fortuno of 
the pro-statehood New Pro¬ 
gressive Party. 

Fortuno opened up a 
comfortable 10-point lead 


in early returns and held it 
until Acevedo Vila conced¬ 
ed the race four hours after 
polls closed.

Historic election stirs homeless to vote 


VOTERS Frederick Williams, 
a Marine Corps veteran 
scraping by on unemploy¬ 
ment benefits, describes his 
living situation as “not 
homeless but close to it” 
and says he never cared 
enough to vote — until yes¬ 
terday. 

At age 43, Williams shuf¬ 
fled into a Los Angeles 
homeless shelter carrying 
his worldly belongings in a 
small travel case and a 


knotted plastic bag and 
proudly cast the first ballot 
of his life with guidance 
from poll workers. 

Williams said he voted 
for Barack Obama, whose 
message of hope and bid to 
become the first black 
president of the United 
States stirred him like no 
other politician. 

“This is history in the 
making. 1 wanted to be 
part of that,” said Wil¬ 


liams, who lives in a tran¬ 
sient hotel a few blocks 
from the polling station at 
the Los Angeles Mission. 

Williams was one of 
hundreds of people — 
many first-time voters 
lacking permanent dwel¬ 
lings — who cast ballots 
this year on Skid Row, a 50- 
block downtown area be¬ 
lieved to harbor the high¬ 
est concentration of home¬ 
less in the United States. 


Those voters represent a 
fraction of the estimated 
12,000 people who live and 
sleep on the streets of that 
area. Many are mentally ill 
or suffer from substance 
abuse. 

But Orlando Ward, 
spokesman for the nearby 
Midnight Mission, said the 
numbers turning out yes¬ 
terday were unprecedent¬ 
ed.

A guy in Calgary 
died Monday af¬ 
ter being Tasered 
by police during 
a break-in. 

A few days before that, a 
man in Edmonton died af¬ 
ter police subdued him 
with a Taser while he was 
allegedly wreaking havoc at 
a pawn shop. 

In Canada more than 20 


people have died after be¬ 
ing Tasered since use be¬ 
gan in 1999; yet officials re¬ 
sist calls for a moratorium 
while we study this, uh, 
shocking trend. The latest 
assurance was issued by Al¬ 
berta’s solicitor general 
Fred Lindsay after the Ed¬ 
monton death ... two days 
before the Calgary death. 

“1 believe the Taser is a 
tool that’s been used veiy 
effectively and in a lot of 
cases has prevented death,” 
said Lindsay. Is it just me, or 
do his words ring hollow, 
bookended by Taser-related 
fatalities three days apart? 

And lest we forget, it was 
just over a year ago when 
the RCMP set off a Taser-re¬ 


lated international incident. 
Polish traveller Robert 
Dziekanski, freaking out af¬ 
ter spending 10 hours 
trapped in the Vancouver 
airport tiying to find his 
mother was Tasered after 
he began throwing the fur¬ 
niture around. He died too. 
The Polish government 
summoned the Canadian 
ambassador looking for an¬ 
swers. Like the rest of us, 
Poland is still waiting. 

Amnesty International 
recommends a time out 


while we study these things 
further. By its count, more 
than 290 people have died 
in North America after be¬ 
ing Tasered. And it’s not 
even considered a weapon 
in the USA; you can Taser 
people who are anno 5 dng. 
By that criterion. I’d deploy 
mine 50-100 times a day. 

While Tasers are a re¬ 
stricted weapon in Canada, 
police argue that they have 
saved 4,000 lives since they 
began using them in 1999. 
And as targets of the Taser 


are usually dangerous indi¬ 
viduals in the middle of a 
psychotic episode or drug- 
induced frenzy, they’re not 
so easy to subdue — yet 
they obviously have to be 
subdued. Public safety de¬ 
pends on it... 1 think. 

Okay, but watch the 
video of the Dziekanski in¬ 
cident. You’re left with the 
uneasy feeling that the four 
officers surrounding the ag¬ 
itated man really didn’t 
need to Taser him repeated¬ 
ly — as many as four times, 
according to witnesses. An 
alternative might have 
been to find a Polish-speak¬ 
ing translator to try and 
calm the man down. There 
remains a lingering suspi¬ 


cion that the officers ap¬ 
plied the “annoying” crite¬ 
rion, and while the rules of 
engagement are still not 
clear, “anno 3 dng” just isn’t 
good enough. 

I’ll leave you with this 
electrifying proposal: If Al¬ 
berta’s solicitor general 
thinks Tasers are safe, he 
should step up and take a 
shot or two in order to prove 
his thesis. Failing that, he 
should show some leader¬ 
ship and pull the plug before 
someone else dies while be¬ 
ing “subdued.”

Wireless players 
prepare for fight 


The country s Big Three 
wireless providers — 
Rogers, Bell and Telus — 
are moving in the 
direction of cheaper 
cellphone plans and more 
billing transparency as the 
prospect of more wireless 
competition in markets 
across Canada mounts.

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‘Freak accident' shelves Brodeur 

Bicep injury will delay march to two NHL records 


Martin Brodeur extended 
his reach on a slapshot 
against the Atlanta 
Thrashers on Saturday, 
heard a '"pop” in his left 
elbow and felt a brief, 
sharp stabbing pain. 
Within a minute, he 
couldn’t lift his arm. He 
knew that wasn’t good. 

Now one of the NHL’s pre¬ 
mier goaltenders now faces 
surgeiy to repair the distal 
bicep in his left elbow, and 
it will be at least eight 
weeks before he can begin 
rehabilitation. 

He won’t be back in the 
NHL for three or four 
months. 

“It’s shocking,” Brodeur 
said in a conference call 
yesterday. “You expect my 
knee’s going to go, or my 
groin, or my stomach, or 
something I use a goalie. I 
didn’t think a bicep could 


have been a big factor in an 
injury. 

“That’s why I think it’s 
such a freak accident.” 

It’s the first major surgeiy 
of the 36-year-old’s career. 
Brodeur has been nothing 
shy of incredibly durable 
since entering the league 
full time in the 1993-94 sea¬ 
son, playing a remarkable 
87 per cent of New Jersey 
Devils games since. He’s 
played fewer than 67 games 
only twice: his rookie year 
when he played 47 games, 
and the lock-out shortened 
1994-95 season when he 
played 40 of 48 games. 

Brodeur said he saw 
many specialists 
and doctors 
before de¬ 
ciding to 
proceed 
with 
surgeiy. 


in part because he feels veiy 
little pain. 

“I have some pain in mov¬ 
ing my wrist around a little 
bit because of the tendon 
being detached from the 
bone. Nothing crazy,” said 
Brodeur. “That’s why I want 
to make sure what we had 
was a complete tear. That’s 
why it took us a while to 
make a decision and verify 
with all the spe¬ 
cialists.

Suzuki Canada is seriously 
looking at bringing a 


diesel into Canada. 

Instead of being offered 
in a SUV or luxury car, as 
you might expect, they are 
looking at the SX4 com¬ 


pact hatchback. 

The SX4 sedan and 
hatchback are already hot 
sellers here for Suzuki, but 
the addition of a diesel 
could not come at a better 
time. Looking at the cost of 
fuel, they are, on average, 
30 per cent more fuel effi¬ 
cient than gasoline. 

The diesel in the SX4 al¬ 
ready meets Europe’s tough 
emissions laws that see it 
emitting 139 grams of C02 
per kilogram which is veiy 
close to the “magic” 99-g/km 
mark. 

With low sulphur diesel 
fuel now available in Cana¬ 
da, the car would probably 
qualify as a “clean diesel” 
in Canada. 

Suzuki brought in a pair 
of the cars for evaluation 
and surprised Canadian au¬ 
to journalists at the launch 
of the 2009 Grand Vitara by 
making them available for 
test drives. 

Suzuki builds the car in 
Hungary for the European 
market. It has a turbo¬ 
charged, common rail direct 
injection 1.6-litre, four-valve, 
four-cylinder engine produc¬ 
ing 88.5 hp and a solid 158.6 


Ib/ft of torque that is fully 
available at just 1,750 rpm. 
There is also a 1.9-litre turbo 
diesel available. 

Fuel consumption for 
the 1.6-litre is listed at 
6.4/4.6/5.3L/100 km 

city/highway/combined. 

While driving on a com¬ 
bination of highway and 
back roads near Hunts¬ 
ville, Ont., the handy in¬ 
stant fuel readout at the 


top of the centre stack was 
showing 5.4L/100 km. 

Turn the car on and it 
fires up immediately and 
settles into a diesel engine 
rattle that anyone who has 
been to Europe will be fa¬ 
miliar with. As you acceler¬ 
ate, the rattle changes tone 
to a louder, more urgent 
clatter as the revs rise. 

It’s not fast, but it’s not 
pokey either with a 0-100 


km/h time of 12.2 seconds. 
In fact, the only thing 
holding it back is the 
longer time it takes to 
build revs in a diesel but 
this is helped a lot by the 
turbo. As it is, the top 
speed is 175 km/h which is 
fast in anyone’s books. 

You don’t have to bury 
the pedal anymore on to¬ 
day’s diesels to prod them 
up to speed.

Down on the farm — in the Central American jungle 


eep in the jun¬ 
gles of Central 
America, where 
jaguars, croco¬ 
diles and 

Howler monkeys are king, 
visitors may spot some¬ 
thing out of the ordinary. 
Women in bonnets, suited 
up in wooly winter frocks; 
men dressed in overalls 
and straw Cowboy hats; 
children riding stone-faced 
in horse-drawn buggies. 

A Mennonite settlement 
in the heart of the jungles 
of Belize may seem like a 
hallucination brought on 
by the intense humidity 
and hypnotizing buzz of ci¬ 
cadas. But this is no illu¬ 
sion. Amidst Mayan ruins 
overgrown by moss, there 
are some 5000 Mennonites 
living in this, small central 
American country, border¬ 
ing Mexico and Guatemala. 

Mennonites, I learned, 
are a Protestant religious 
sect, first formed in the

Netherlands in the 16th 
century. 

While there are 1 mil¬ 
lion worldwide, many have 
settled throughout Belize, 
among the towns of Or¬ 
ange Walk, Shipyard and 
Indian Creek. Belize’s gov¬ 
ernment welcomed them 
and praised their farming 
expertise, which accounts 
for much of the country’s 
produce. They live a sim¬ 
ple, ultra-conservative life 
in closed, farming commu¬ 
nities. 

Tourists staying at the 
Lamanai Outpost Lodge, an 
eco-resort that offers a jun¬ 
gle expeditions to nearby 
ruins, may arrange a visit

to a Mennonite communi¬ 
ty. 

From the air-conditioned 
comfort of the 4X4 Land 
Rover, I travelled a few 
kilometres to Indian 
Creek, home to some 1,400 
Mennonites. From the 
back of the car, I watched 
the landscape change from 
lush jungle of tangled 
vines, to vast, (clear-cut) 
pastoral farmlands. 


White farm houses dot¬ 
ted the countryside, laun¬ 
dry meticulously hung on 
front yard clotheslines, an¬ 
gelic children in flower- 
print dresses run through 
fields. The Land Rover 
stopped abruptly in front 
of a horse and buggy. I 
scrambled out of the car to 
meet Abe, a respected 
member of the Mennonite 
community who agreed to 


show me around. 

Wearing blue overalls, a 
crisp marine blue shirt, 
droplets of sweat gather¬ 
ing on his upper lip, Abe 
shook my hand with a firm 
paw. Though many resi¬ 
dents shy away from out¬ 
siders, Abe is keen to show 
people around. 

He explained that Men¬ 
nonites here refuse to use 
modern technology. No tel¬ 
evision, no cellphones, no 
electricity, no cars. No mu¬ 
sic or dancing allowed. Abe 
told me that the reasoning 


behind it is to create a 
strong family unit, without 
the distractions or tempta¬ 
tions of modernity. 

A horse and buggy 
packed with cloaked 
women sped along the un¬ 
paved road. Air thick with 
moisture, my back drip¬ 
ping with sweat, I couldn’t 
imagine what it must be 
like to wear such heavy 
layers of petticoats and 
dresses everyday.

This Friday, the 
late actor will be hon¬ 
oured with two theatrical 
releases — the other being 
Soul Men with Samuel L. 
Jackson. 

“The greatest part of 
that loss is that you had a 
person that was just hon¬ 
est and he walked the 
walk and talked the talk,” 
says Madagascar co-star 
Cedric the Entertainer, 
who describes Mac as his 
“comic mentor.” 

“He was funny and great 
at doing it so that’s going 
to be the biggest loss right 
there.” 

“1 knew Bernie Mac 
twenty years,” adds Chris

I was shooting a wedding 
when I saw him — the lO- 
year-old nephew of the 
bride, strutting and preen¬ 
ing in his first rented tuxe¬ 
do. He was going through 
a James Bond phase, his 
father and uncles 
explained, both amused 
and a little proud, no 
doubt remembering the 
first time they had let 
themselves become 
obsessed with Ian 
Fleming’s secret agent. 

For several weeks now. 
I’ve been researching a Be¬ 
coming James Bond series 
for Metro, and without ex¬ 
ception, every man I’ve 
spoken to along the way, 
from luxury car salesmen 
to caviar importers to hab¬ 
erdashers to wine and spir¬ 
its experts, has proved to 
be a James Bond expert in 
their own right, able to 
quote lines from the books 
and scenes from the 
movies with obvious fa¬ 
miliarity. 

Few men are as willing 
to take their Bond obses¬ 
sion as far as Michael 
Newitt, a 41-year-old who

was arrested in England 
last month for posing as a 
secret agent to keep ahead 
of creditors. According to a 
story in the U.K.’s 
Guardian newspaper, 
Newitt had fooled several 
local police officers and 
even his own wife with his 
story of being “a special 
operations commander 
with M15, the Foreign Of¬ 
fice and counter-terrorism 
units,” and would sleep 
with a replica gun beside 


his bed and suddenly dis¬ 
appear on “missions.” 

He’d even awarded him¬ 
self the rank of Command¬ 
er, and had obtained im¬ 
pressive fake l.D. that 
game him the title CMG — 
“a high-ranking award fic¬ 
titiously presented to 
James Bond in the stoiy 
From Russia with Love.” 

The magic of Bond is 
that his appeal is multi¬ 
fold, and changes to suit 
every stage of a man’s life. 


For the pre-teen boy. Bond 
is a more plausible super¬ 
hero for a time when men 
in capes and tights are 
starting to seem a bit ludi¬ 
crous, even undignified. 
For the teenager, he’s envi¬ 
ably adult without being 
dull, suggesting a possibili¬ 
ty of life without tedious 
routine. 

For the man in his twen¬ 
ties, all too aware of how 
routine and responsibility 
are closing in on him. 


Bond is a rebel who gets 
applauded for breaking the 
rules, enjoying the 
perquisites of adulthood — 
risk, reward, luxury and 
apparently guiltless sex— 
without obligations to pru¬ 
dence or fidelity. 

For men in their 30s and 
40s, he’s the consummate 
professional, esteemed and 
disciplined, with an appar¬ 
ently perpetual free pass 
exempting him from 
midlife crisis. Finally, for 
older men. Bond is a re¬ 
minder of a time when 
they could draw from both 
youth and experience, a 
totem of virility that gets 
renewed every few years 
onscreen by a new man 
clearly in his prime. 

Women would probably 
do well to watch a few 
Bond films when getting to 
know a man, if only to give 
them something to talk 
about. 

And while most men 
aren’t as delusional as 
“Commander” Newitt, 
they’d like to imagine that 
they are, somewhere, half 
as capable and suave as 
Bond. If women are as nur¬ 
turing as we presume, 
they’ll let us cling to this 
lonely, forlorn hope.

From restaurant to rock

Ever had a job you just 
hated? Where you were al¬ 
ways looking over your 
shoulder, wondering if the 
boss was watching. Where 
everything focused 
around punching out, 
grabbing your cheque and 
cutting loose? 

For Max Kerman, lead 
vocalist of the Arkells, that 
job was waiting tables at 
an Italian restaurant on 
the outskirts of Hamilton, 
Ont. 

If things go right for this 
new indie band from the 
Steel City, you may be 
hearing a lot about Ker¬ 
man’s job experiences on 
the radio. The first single 
off the Arkells’ debut CD, 
Jackson Square, is called 
Oh, the Boss Is Coming, 
and it’s about Kerman’s 
brief career as a waiter. 

“The lyrics don’t really 
need any more explain¬ 
ing,” Kerman said during a 
recent break in the band’s 
national tour with Matt 
Mays & El Torpedo. “The 
words are pretty straight¬ 


forward.” 

It’s that kind of open 
honesty that makes the 
songs of the Arkells so ac¬ 
cessible. They play gritty 
guitar rock high on inten¬ 
sity and low on pretension. 

None of the five mem¬ 
bers of the Arkells are 
from Hamilton originally. 
They met there, however, 
while attending McMaster 
University and began per¬ 
forming on the vibrant 
Hamilton club scene as 
Charlemagne. The name 
was changed to the Arkells 


when they realized how 
many other bands around 
the world also called them¬ 
selves Charlemagne. 

The band members all 
share a love for the old Mo¬ 
town sound and felt the 
name, Arkells, referenced 
those old girl bands like 
the Supreme s and the 
Shirelles. Arkell was also 
the name of the west 
Hamilton street on which 
Kerman shared a house 
with bandmate and fellow 
guitarist Mike Deangelis 
during their time at Mac. 


The band was picked up 
by Dine Alone Records, the 
hugely successful indie la¬ 
bel that pushed Alexison- 
fire and City and Colour to 
platinum heights (Arkells 
keyboardist Dan Griffin al¬ 
so plays sideman to City 
and Colour’s Dallas Green). 
An EP was released earlier 
this year, and Jackson 
Square was officially re¬ 
leased last week across the 
country. 

Over the past four years, 
the Arkells have estab¬ 
lished deep roots in the 
city. Jackson Square is 
named after a mall in 
downtown Hamilton that 
has seen better days. 

“1 think it’s a pretty in¬ 
spiring place,” says Ker¬ 
man, who grew up in 
downtown Toronto. “Jack- 
son Square gets ragged on 
a lot but it’s a really cool 
place. Everyone in the 
band has a story about 
Jackson Square.” 

Besides Oh, the Boss Is 
Coming, Jackson Square is 
loaded with pop-rockers 
like John Lennon, No 
Champagne Socialist, Bal¬ 
lad of Hugo Chavez and 
Abigail.

SIMPLE SIMON: No One appar¬ 
ently finds Simon Cowell as 
fascinating as Simon Cow¬ 
ell, but a close second 
would be his fellow Brits, 
who regularly publish long, 
lavishly-illustrated inter¬ 
views such as the one that 
ran this weekend in the 
U.K. Daily Mail tabloid. 

On this side of the At¬ 
lantic he’s famous, and 
gets the recommended 
quota of press due to any¬ 
one truly successful, but 
he isn’t taken nearly as se¬ 
riously, probably because 
he’s a) apparently just 
some guy who tells people 
they suck on a singing con¬ 
test, or at least that’s what 
he looks like to most Cana¬ 
dians and Americans, and 
b) English, and therefore 
over here just to give us an 
example of how to be real¬ 
ly blunt, even rude, but 
still sound remarkably eru¬ 
dite in the process (see 
Ramsay, Gordon; Os¬ 
bourne, Sharon; Morgan, 
Piers.) 

(And yes. I’m trying my 
level best not to say any¬ 
thing about the U.S. presi¬

polls. I’ve had enough, and 
would love to avoid the 
topic for as long as the can¬ 
didates have been on the 
campaign trail, which 
seems like a couple of 
years by now.) 

“On the surface, it’s very 
hard to take the man seri¬ 
ously,” the Mail writes, do¬ 
ing their best to mimic be¬ 
wilderment. “Like a latter- 
day Peter Stringfellow or 
Tony Curtis, he happily ad¬ 
mits he never went to uni¬ 
versity, prefers the tabloids 
to the broadsheets and 
would rather have a night 
out with a Page Three girl 
than a media dinner at The 
Ivy.” Translated from 
British to English, that 
means he’s a common sort 
of man, and a lightweight 
by the standards of the 
journalistic elite, but that 
probably accounts for why 
Cowell, a character of no 


real pronounced tastes ex¬ 
cept for flash cars, has be¬ 
come rich anticipating the 
tastes of the broadest num¬ 
ber of people, and not the 
smallest, despite their risi¬ 
ble claims to tastemaker 
status. He’s made his for¬ 
tune twice over in music, 
but never listens to it in 
his spare time. “1 wish 1 
could have signed the Beat¬ 
les,” he told the Mail, “but 
not for the music. 1 wish I’d 
signed them for the royal¬ 
ties.” 

Friend and boy band 
manager Louis Walsh de¬ 
spairs that Cowell has nev¬ 
er turned on the fully- 
loaded iPod he bought him 
as a present, but I’d ven¬ 
ture that taste and enthusi¬ 


asm would be a liability 
when you’re trying to 
mine and manufacture the 
sort of music that more 
than half the population 
will not only tolerate but 
purchase. You can’t argue 
with success, but in Cow¬ 
ell’s case, you can pretend 
to be confounded by it, in 
spite of the elegantly sim¬ 
ple logic that made it pos¬ 
sible.
